ALONG ROUTES 93 & 125 


Economic Developient Associ- 
ates of Boston, consulting 
firm retained by the Wilming- 
ton Planning Board have pro- 
posed that Wilmington change 
its zoning along portions of 
Route 93 and Route 125. 
Under the proposal given to 
the Planning Board, for con- 
sideration, by Janes Shurtleff 
former City Manager of Medford 
and his associate, Richard 
Alexander, both sides of Route 
125 would be remned to Indus- 
trial Zoning. 

Portions of the town along 
Interstate Highway 93 would 
also be rezoned according to 
the proposal, portions in the 
neighborhood of Concord St. 
The proposal is to rezone to 
Industrial, a portion of land 
southwest of Concord Street, 
along the Ipswich iver, and 
to extend the present Indus- 
trial Zoning on Concord Street 
near the B&M tracks towards 
Woburn Street. 

Another portion that was pro- 
posed for rezoning lies East 


of the superhighway, and about | 


600 feet north of Concord St, 

Economic Development Associa 
tes, in their proposals, also 
submitted the idea that Wil- 
mington should further devide 
its Industrial Zoning into a 
‘light’ and‘heavy’ set of 


classifications, 
Revise Sign Laws 

Industrial areas would get a 
preferential treatment, com- 
pared to the present zoning 
law. 

The Associates propose that 
in Industrial areas, such as 
those proposed for Route 93, 
signs could be erected which 
were equal to 25% of the area 
of any building facing the 
street. 

The proposal was made, Shurt- 
leff explained, so that new 
industries could be encouraged 
to locate well back from Route 
93, and still have their signs 
| facing the new highway well 
visible. 

5% for Other Districts 

In other business zones of 
| Wilmington, the proposed bylaw 
; for signs would restrict the 
|signs to 15% of the face of 
| the building, as it faced its 
principal thoroughfare. 

The new law would make no 
{distinction against General 
| Business zoning, At the pre- 
sent time signs cannot be 
{erected in General Business 
| Zones without approval of the 
Board of Appeals. 

Signs in residential areas 
would be prohibited, except 
for a small sign for certain 
professions,

WHA SLASHES $200,000 
URBAN RENEWAL COSTS 


$217,969 Possible 

The Wilmington Housing Au- 
thority, Tuesday night, cut 
the projected costs of Wil- 
mington’ s urban Renewal Pro- 
ject by a sum of money in ex- 
cess of $200,000. 

No formal vote was taken by 
the authority, in view of the 
absence of Chajrman William 
Agreeable Smith, Smith is un- 
dergoing post-operative care 
in the St. John’s Hospital, in 
Lowell, and is emected to at- 
tend the regular session of 
the authority, next week. 
One figure used by the WHA 
members Tuesday night was 
$217,969, but this was possi- 
bly optimistic.

The cost-cutting project of 
the WHA was apparently started 
by member James P. Donahue, of 
Cypress Street, who, during 
the course of Tuesday’s meet- 
ing was dubbed ‘James The Rip- 
per’ by his fellow member 
Flora Kasabuski. 

Donahue started over a week 
ago, to investigate costs when 
he found a seeming error, in 
one item submitted by a New 


York City firm retained by the 
WHA as consultants. 
Donthue went into the Tuesday 
night meeting convinced that 
the cost of pavements for the 
projected repaving of streets 
was $140,000 too high. While 
the ultimate figure was less 
than the $140,000 one, prices 
on paving were cut substan- 
tially, and cuts were made on 
other costs as well. 

$66,000 Savings 
The cut in costs, if put into 
effect,” md if the project is 
voted by the town, could mean 
a savings of over $66,000 in 
the town’s share of Urban Re- 
newal costs. As originally 
projected, the town’s costs 
would have been about $343 
thousand, payable either in 
cash or services rendered, 
such as highway cmstruction, 
water main extensions, fill, 
etc. 
The first figures for Urban 
Renewal, published in May, 
gave $1,246,010 as the total 
cost.

a bad part) is that the Massachusetts employers 
would find themselves still more heavily taxed. 
The increase in taxes, in some instances, could 
lead to the disolving of the business, because 
the company involved could not get the adcit- 
ional revenue.
